Farmers Warned In Time 


There were persistent rumours last 
week that the Japanese and puppets 
would invade the Shumchun area 
again. The farmers were therefore 
warned to be in readiness for evacua- 
‘tion so that they were not talten un- 
awares as on former occasions. 

The fleld workers of the Rural Wel- 
fare Centre, residing in Wong Pui, 
Ling, Sheung Po, Tsoi Yuk Wai, 
‘Shumchun,, Lowu, Gai Chi Hai, and 
Po Sum were ordered to evacuate at 
6 am. on Saturday.

About 800 to 1,000 strong and aided 
by 10 planes, the 3 apanese force reach- 
ed Shatau where the flood waters of the 
Tai Sha Ho held them up and gave 
time for the evacuation of se area. to 
be carried out. :

BEFORE MR. E. H. WILLIAMS at the Supreme Court this 
morning, the Ching Chai-tong Herb. Co., brought a libel 
action for $1,000 damages against Poon Ko-sau, of No. 
48, Wing Lok Street, arising out of an advertisement 
published in two vernacular papers in connection with 


a Chinese lung tonic. | 


Mr. Eldon Potter K.C., instructed 
by Mr. E. S. C. Brooks appeared for 
plaintiffs, and Hon, Mr. Leo D’Almada, 
Jr., instructed by Mr. D. McCallum, 
was for the defendant. 

Plaintiffs alleged that Poon caus~- 
ed to‘be printed in the “Kwok Wa 
Po” and “Wah Kiu Yat Po” on 
February 27 an advertisement, saying 
character 
and without shame, that other per- 
sons would not associate with plain- 
tiffs, that defendants were the ori- 
ginators of a medicine known as Pei 
Pak Lo, that plaintiffs had produced 
an imitation of this medicine, thus 
deceiving the public, and that defen- 
dants were the only producers and 
sellers of: the said medicine. 

As a result, according to the state- 
ment of claim, plaintiffs had been 
injured in their reputation and trade, 
and had, Jost many: customers. 


Publication Admitted 


....___._____fr,--Potter_said_the publication of 


the ‘advertisement was admitted by 
the defence, and the only issue was 
whether it referred to plaintiffs ‘and 
whether the words were defamatory. 
There was no attempt to plead justi- 
fication by the defence. 

Plaintiffs were a very old establish- 
ed firm of medicine dealers, having 
started business in 1885. Defendants, 
on the other hand, had only com- 
menced to sell medicine in Hong 
Kong ‘recently. ‘. 

A very substantial business was 
done by plaintiffs, the turn-over be- 
ing about $80,000 a year. One of the 
Chinese medicines they sold was. a 
Jung tonic known as Pei Pak Lo, but 
the sales were not great as the turn- 
over was only $5,000 to $6,000. 

The libel, went on Mr. Potter, was 
of a gross character as it said that 


anyone selling: Pet Pah Lo, except as 


produced by defendants, was dis- 
honest. ‘The result of that in law 
was that, where the words reflected 
on each and every member of a de- 
terminable body then any member of 
that body could sue. i 

The defence was that the advertise— 
ment did not refer to plaintiffs, that 
the words were not defamatory and 
that there’ was'no innuendo. “I shall 
submit,” said Counsel “that the in- 
nuendo is. established; that even if it 
is not, the words, in their natural 
meaning, are defamatory.” 


Remarkable Preamble 


Dealing with. the advertisement, 
Mr. Potter said if it was really an 
advertisement for a lung tonic. It had 
a most remarkable preamble for it 
began: “Once upon a time there was 
a brothel master who saved his dirty 
money and then became a mer- 
chant...” The only possible mean- 
ing was that defendants were the only 
persons entitled to put on the market 
anything known as Pet Pah Lo and 
that any other person who ‘sold that 
commodity was shameless and on a 
par with the brothel keeper. 

Plaintiffs were an old~established 
firm and had been selling that com- 
modity for years. To suggest that 
the words in the advertisement were 
not defamatory was, therefore, utterly 
impossible. _ , : 

. After pointing out that the action 


“was brought not for the purpose of 


ruining defendants but only to get 
rid of an outrageous libel, Mr, Potter 


_ sald the partners of plaintiff firm were 


men of considerable standing. 

Mr, Potter, concluding, said his case 
was based on two grounds, (1) that 
you can libel a’ man although you 
do not know him; (2) ‘that words re- 


‘flecting on each and every member 
of -a-determinable—body or—class' of 
. -persons, ie, anyone who sold Pei Pah | 


Lo other than defendants, was entitled 


- to bring ‘action. : 


Tong Shuk-ping, managing partner 
of plaintiff firm, said the partners, 
besides himself, were Tong Chiu-lin, 
-departmental head of the South-west 
Trading Co.; Ho Lok-lau, Director of 
the Tung Wah Hospital and Po Leung 
Kuk; Iu. Tak-chuek, chief compradore 
of the National City Bank of 
York and Edward C. Tong, Director 
of the Salt Gabelle of Wai On Dis- 
trict. ; :

Later they went to a tea 
house. Here. the husband said that, 
since there were always quarrels, be- 
tween her and the concubine, they had 
better go to the S.C.A. for a’ decision 
regarding maintenance and separation. 
At this, accused cried. Witness told 
them that since they were living to- 
gether, it would be better if they got
